Mr.  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  the  j^nnual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1941. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  this  report  has  been  abridged,  and  certain  information 
has  been  omitted  for  purposes  of  secrecy  during  the  war. 

However,  the  information  has  been  collated  and  calculations 
have  been  made  — a typed  copy  of  the  results  is  available 
as  and  when  required. 

The  infectious  diseases  were  specially  low  during  the  year, 
and  the  fevTness  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  no  doubt  had  an  apa- 
thetic effect  upon  the  campaign  for  the  immunization  of  children 
against  that  malady. 

I am  gratified  that  the  attendances  at  the  various  clinics 
have  been  good,  and  the  same  number  of  clinics  were  held  as  in 
pre-war  times. 

The  infant  m,ortality  rate  per  thousand  live  births  was 
again  low,  36  as  compared  with  59  for  England  and  l/ales. 

The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  population  has  risen  from 
12*7  to  15*9,  although  unfortunately  the  death  rate  has  risen 
from  14*0  to  16*2,  but  is  not  corrected  for  age  and  sex. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  in  general  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. 


I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support. 

To  my  collecagues  in  the  Medical  Profession,  the  General 
Practitioners,  and  to  my  staff  I offer  my  appreciation  of  their 
never-failing  co-operation  and  assistance.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


(i)  Water . 

The  Borough  water  supply  is  under  constant  observation  and 
everythiiig  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  continued  safety  of  supply 
is  being  carried  out.  Bacteriological  analyses  have  been  satis- 
factory throughout  the  entire  year,  some  44  samples  being  taken 
by  the' Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mi’.  H.  W.  Gill. 

The  results  of  the  37  samples  of  treated  and  untreated  water 
of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Honeywood  Springs  v/ere  equally  good,  there 
being  only  one  unsatisfactory  sample  of  untreated  water. 

Considerable  time  and  thought  has  been  given  to  the  question 
of  alternative  sources  of  supply  in  the  event  of  damage  to  Pumping 
Stations  or  water-mains. 

This  intricate  problem  I considered  and  discussed  in  detail 
with  the  Engineer  and  Secretary  of  the  Waterworks  Co.,  and  M.  0. 
i/c,  Shorncliffe,  making  a tour  of  the  Borough.^ 

Among  problems  discussed  were  those  of  rapid  water-testing 
and  analysis,  and  transport  by  water  tanks,  and  methods  of  steri- 
lization, private  and  public. 

Mir.  Mitchell,  of  Messrs.  Savory  and  Moore,  Ltd.,  gave  me  his 
valuable  co-operation  and  offered  his  services  as  analyst  in  the 
event  of  emergency. 

A special  quantity  of  ’’bleach^’  has  been  stored  for  emergency- 
chlorination. 

Bombed  Areas  Water  Analyses. 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  parts 
of  the  tovm  from  certain  bombed  areas  for  analysis  to  ascertain 
whether  any  pollution  of  the  supply  had  taken  place  as  the  result 
of  damage  to  sewers.  Nothing  of  any  moment  could  be  traced.
